The message from the patrol, 
carried by runner to the base 
camp omd then sent by r-dio to 
Cump Hay, made no mention of 
contacting William Beyer, who 
entered Hungduan yesterday (rom 
the East after being set down In 
a jungle clearing by a helilcopter, 
Headquarters officials suid that 
Beyer presumably is with the 
patrol now, Headed for Kianguan. 
Beyer has previously explored 
much of the high mountain re- 
gion where the professors were 
last reported. 

Pending arrival of the patrol 
at Kiangunn, on the East side of 
the mountains, further search 
plans were held in ‘abeyance.
